This is not 1970. is anyone seriously saying to the 
residents of Newark, that there was no one available 
who has a knowledge of the community, who is famil- 
iar with the elected-officials and community leaders, 
and has the necessary management skills to effective- 
ly lead the Newark Housing Authority? If someone is 
saying that, its a lie! 


Is someone out there laying the groundwook to 
return Robert Graham to run the agency? There will 
be more on that possibility as well as the forgotten 
role Mr. Graham played in the monumental failures 
of the agency in a future issue of the Black Mirror 
News. 


Let's be clear on this, the former Executive 
Director of the Newark Housing Authority, Harold 
Lucas, made many mistakes, probably his biggest 
mistake was placing the wrong people in key posi- 
tions, who where flat-out not getting the job done. 


But give the devil his due, Mr. Lucas knows 
Newark and its people, it is very doubtful that he 
would have laid-off 271 employees and replaced them 
with $150,000 imports from Pittsburgh, PA. 


Mr. Kinard has laid-off or fired over 300 
employees since taking over the helm of the troubled 
agency.

The alarm has sounded, the City's elected-lead- 
ers (mayor, council members) need to get involved in 
what is happening at 500 Broad Street. It is going to 
be very difficult for the Newark economy to absorb 
more unemployment.

She was also an educator whose career spanned 
42 years. 

Ms. McMillan became a teacher in 1927 and cru- 
saded for equal pay for black teachers and better 
schools for black students. She helped to reactivate 
the city chapter of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People in 1935 and was 
active in the organization for more than five decades. 

She also held the title of NAACP national presi- 
dent for many years. The role at the time was largely 
ceremonial, but she had considerable influence over 
the group's agenda and daily operations. She also 
played a key role in persuading the NAACP to move 
its national headquarters from New York to 
Baltimore in 1986. 

Kweisi Mfume, former president and CEO of the 
NAACP and a close friend of the McMillan family, 
said she was a “pillar of the civil rights movement.” 

“She was very much the matriarch of the 
NAACP,” Mfume told The (Baltimore) Sun. “She was 
a fighter who was relentless in pursuing justice.”
